- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Chen summarized the issues as those existing under 35 USC 
112, first paragraph, as it relates to written description and enablement, and issues under 35 USC 101 , as it relates to 
utility. Ms. Chen provided a brief overview of the invention, and directed attention to page 1 1 , first two paragraphs, as 
providing basis whereby the claimed invention satisfies the utility requirement. Mr. Sisson indicated that the referenced 
passages had been considered and had not been found to support the position that the invention, at the time of filing, 
noting that the claimed invention (a method of selecting cells) would only result in the identification of "short-lived 
proteins." Mr. Sisson noted that there is no specific, credible and substantial utility associated with any one of the 
products that is to be realized for the claimed method. Mr. Sisson, noting these two paragraphs, indicated that if the 
claimed invention does not in and of itself satisfy the utility requirements, that the product must be such that there is an 
ultimate utility realized. Mr. Sisson noted that the first paragraph of page 1 1 only addresses what "may [be] prove[n]," 
not what actually exists. Mr. Sisson indicated that such prophetic statements are not considered to be sufficient to 
demonstrate that applicant, at the time of filing, had satisfied the utility requirement for claims 1-42. 
Ms. Chen indicated that applicant has filed a continuation-in-part application (US Patent Application 10/347,160) and 
that the CIP application demonstrates that at least one short-lived protein has been found by the disclosed method, 
which arguably satisfies the utility requirement. Mr. Sisson indicated that while such a showing in the CIP may bolster 
applicant's position in said application, it is not considered to demonstrate that the claimed invention had utility at the 
time of filing the instant (parent) application. 

Mr. Sisson indicated general agreement to hold a second interview with Ms. Chen and Mr. Vernon Norviel, Reg. No. 
32,483. 
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
